Let an empty grate ve taken, one of akole i in 
| which coal fires are commonly made; let a 


quantity of ſticks, ſuch as are uſed to kindle 


thoſe fires, be put into the grate, and, for the 
full fatisfaction of thoſe concerned in the public 
revenue, let the quantity of this kindling be un- 
limited, that is to ſay, let the grate be filled 
with it, if thought neceſfary; then, having kind- 
led the wood, let the fire be ſupplied with the 
commodity claiming the privilege of culm; and 
if, with this, as fuel, a fire can be made in the 


opinion of the firſt beggar taken from the ſtreet, 


who, in this caſe, is a better judge than the

conſidered as the mean of luxury, and therefore
